The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

7. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
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A. Independent claim 1 is indefinite because it is apparently contradictory. 
Step (III) recites: "...applying at least one pigmented coating material (B) curable 
thermally and/or at least one pigmented coating material (B) curable thermally 
and with actinic radiation..." which appears to require that a thermally curable 
material and/or a thermally curable and an actinically curable material be applied. 
Such a recitation allows for only a thermally curable material to be applied. 
Nevertheless, step (IV) recites "...exposing the at least one pigmented film (B) 
curable thermally and with actinic radiation to actinic radiation to give at least one 
partially cured film (B) which can still be thermally cured..." which appears to 
require that a thermally curable and actinically curable material be applied. A 
similar situation exists for coating (C) in steps (V) and (VI). Consequently, the 
metes and bounds of the claims are impossible to determine. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

8. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: While dual cure coating materials and their use in multi-layer coating are known 
in the art, as evidenced by numerous references in Applicant's IDS, the prior art neither 
teaches nor suggests the claimed process in which a subsequent layer is applied atop a 
previous layer that has been partially cured by actinic radiation, and finally jointly 
thermally curing all applied layers.
